MANILA, Nov. 18.—List week saw n 


very considerable increase in the activ 
ity of .Americans and rebels, in the 
field. There were many skirmishes and 
several small engagements in northern 
and eastern Luz >n. Tue termination of 
the rainy season led to a resumption of 
operations on both sides. Tho Atneri 
cans commenced a series of aggressive 
movements, notably in the island of 
Samara, against General Lmkbin, who 
holds all the island with the exception 
of three coast towns, which are gar 
nsoned by three companies of the 
Twenly-ninth infantry, with artillery. 
General Hare bait arrived there, with 
250 men. He will bring eight com- 
panies of the Second infantry from the 
island of Marinuqne, as they are need 
ed, and will proceed enoigetieally to 
crush Lubban. 
Meanwhile American 


gunboats will palrol tho crusts of the 
island, to prevent tho escape of tho 
Philippine commander. General Wheat- 
ou, commander 111 northern Luzon, is

A notable achieve- 
ment of tho week was General Grant's 
advance, with 5Iacabebo and Americon 
scouts, against a reb-il (stronghold about 
thirty-five miles north of Manila, held 
by two hundred insurgents armed with 
rifles. Alter an engagement lasting 
tho greater part of a day and a nigut, 
tho rebels were dislodged, large quan- 
tities of rice and stores w«re captured 
and much ammunition was destroyed. 
Fifty rebels wore killed and many oth- 
ers wjunded. The Aaiericim casual- 
ties were eleven privates and one of 
fioer wounded and one Macabebe killed. 
General Mcarthur has gone to Subig 
bay with Admiral Romey ou the cruiser 
Brooklyn, to examine the locality. It 
is probable that 1800 marines now in 
Philippine waters will relieve various 
army posts, making- the troops availa- 
ble for more urgent duty elsewhere.

CONCERNING ULCERS.

Ttaene-Ulitutfreeable Sore*. 


An ulcor is a sore oil the skin or mucous 


membrane, in which the healing process 
is very slow or wholly at a standstill. It 
may be due to a number of causes, some 
constitutional, others local, but even 
when a local cause seems most evident 
there is almost always some constitu- 
tional taint present as well. This moy 
bo consumption, diabetes, gout and so 
forth or moroly a little impurity of tlie 
blood resulting from constipation or in- 
digestion. Ulcers iu the uiouth, oa the 
tougiio or at the union of the cheeks and 
gums are very common and exceedingly 
annoying. 
They should be treated by 


frequent rinsing of the mouth with u so- 
lution of boric acid or borax and can 
usually be prevented in great measure by 
reducing the sweets and starchy food, 
such as bread, that cuter into the diet. 


A common seat of ulcers is the shin. 


Sores occur here especially iu the aged or 
those past middle life and are commonly 
duo to the presence of varicose veins. 
These are caused by pres_sure ^rom tight 
garters, by congestive disorders of the 
liver aixl other abdominal organs anil by 
any occupation which requires standing 
for many hours a day. 


Ulcers of this kind are found more 


frequently on the left leg than on the 
right. They sometimes give little trou- 
ble, but they may be exquisitely painful 
and are often most rebellious to treat- 
ment, w hich mubt be both local and gen- 
eral, corresponding to the local and Con- 
stitutional causes. 


All disorders of digestion must be cor- 


rected as far as possible and the diet reg- 
uhiled. The food should be nourishing,' 
but not stimulating, and nil forms of al- 
coholic beverages are to be foregone. The 
patient should keep perfectly quiet, either 
in bed or with the leg supported on a 
chair. 


The local treatment must be varied ac- 


cording to the necessities of each case. 
The bore must be kept clean by pouring 
over it twice a day :i stream of boiled 
(not boiling) wntur and in the intervals of 
washing it should be protected from the 
air. 
The log mu.->t be kept snugly ban- 


daged or incased if an elastic stocking. 
so a<? to prevent F-ir.^nalion of the blood 
and distension of the veins. 


A piece of silver foil smoothly applied 


over the surface ot the ulcer and for a 
little {1'wtr.ncc beyond its edges and kept 
in pluco by a bandiigo vften does good. 
Sometimes when the extent of ulcerated 
fetirf.ice is very large skin grafting is nec- 
eshary in oi<!i>r to start the healing proc- 
ess.—Youth's Companion.

plaintiff was entitled. But the court held 
that the ram was anyiman's rain, no mat- 
ter whoie it fell, lo follows, therefore, 
that tho umbrella is any man's umbrella. 
In all ages iaiii and'umbrellas havo gone 
together, ami there is no reason why they 
should ho separated in law. An umbrella 
may, uudcr certain conditions—the chief 
of which is possession— take ou the at- 
tiibutos of personal property, just as if a 
man sot a tub and catch a quantity of 
rain water, that rain water iv.ill be con- 
sidered as his personal belonging while it 
is iu his tub. But if the snn ^evaporate 
the water, and it is rained idown again, 
or if the tub be upset and the water is 
spilled, then tho attribute o£ personal 
ownership instantly disappears. So if a 
man holds his umbrella in his hand it 
may be considered a personal belonging, 
but the moment it loaves has hand it re- 
turns to the great, general, indivisible 
common stock of umbrellas, vrhithcr tho 
law will not attempt to pursue it."—TJti- 
ca Observer.

In order to have' tho best success In 


prowing house plants for tho windows IE 
winter tho first thing Is good, iealthy 
plunts, free from insects. People often 
ia.il to revive a sickly plant. 1'ho aim 
should be to get good soil from the florist 
or from a pasture. It matters not whether 
it bo a geranium or a palm, tho best of 
caro is necessary for success. Nothing is 
moro beautiful than a window tilled with- 
lino flowering plants in midwinter, but to 
have u lot of plants 3 feet high, not tv leaf 
on thoui, is not inviting, and they require 
us much care as the healthy plants. 


Tho practice of most plant buyers is to 


get them of the florist in tho spring, plunf; 
them in tho garden and let them grow all 
sumi'.'ur. When the first frost comes, they 
will lift the largo plants, full of bud und, 
bloom, out of tho ground and pot them. 
In a. few days tho plants begin to lose 
their ioliage and wilt. Tho best way to 
do is to cut away about two-thirds of tho 
plant and make them start new roots and 
new srowtl', though it puts oil flowering 
tor somo time. The best way to have good 
house plants is to buy what ivro wanted iu 
Muy, put in good sized pots, aud plunge 
the pot.s in the earth. See that good drain- 
ago is obtained, put a small board on the 
bottom to keep out tho worms, and about 
every two weeks turn around to keep tho 
roots from going through the bottom of 
pot. Keep well watered through tho slim- 
mer, and by fall you will have line plants 
that will produce more flowers than half n 
dozen poor ones. The best plants for flow- 
ering in \\inter are geraniums, Chinese 
primro&e, calla, cyclamens, oiner.ina, car- 
nations, Easter lilies, lilium, freesias, be- 
gonias and many others. 


Insects should imor be seen on plants. 


Kcgul&r use of tobacco smoke at least 
twice each week will drive them away. 
Tho red spider often docs much mischief 
beloru he is disco\ercd. A dry, hot at-

Eighteenth Oiiturr Meeting HOOK* 


•tad Funeral IlenmlationH. 


Diving into the old records pf one of 


the most charming cities of our common- 
wealth, Northampton, we find much of 
deep interest as revealing customs and 
habits of olden time. No fire was found 
in "the meeting house" in olden time, and 
comparatively recently foot sto'ves were 
carried to church, as were tallow candles 
w the evening meetings. In 1737 the im- 
portant vital question at a legal town 
meeting was, "Shall men and their wives 
be seated together iu pews?" and the vote 
was an emphatic "No!" 


In 17-W, about the -beginning of Jona- 


than Edwards' trouble iu the parish, it 
was voted uot "to pay the charge of brinR- 
his daughter from Brookficld." In 1733 
this appears on the town records: "Tak- 
ing into consideration the difficulty Mr. 
Edwards hath labsred under this year 
aud some time past with respect to bis 
firewood, the town voted that those per- 
sons who 1m e uot this year brought him 
a load of wood might hivve liberty be- 
tween this time and next Tuesday night 
to bring each one his load of wood." If 
there was not a sufficiency of wood by 
that time, the town then voted, the se- 
lectmen should see that the deficiency 
was met at the cost of the to« n. 


Later, in 1789. we find in the warrant 


for town meeting this entry: "To pro- 
cure fkouood for the KCA. Mr. Williams; 
to choose a committee to seat the meet- 
ing house." A most serious business to 
decide \vho should take preference in the 
broad aisles. The "nigger pew," well re- 
membered by the writer, caused no trou- 
ble to said officer, as thnt was readily 
accepted by the "colored brethren," like 
cows iu the stable, who went dutifully to 
their separate stalls. 


N'ot only the living had special rules 


governing their conduct, but the rules 
about the dead were very quaint, as by 
this report of a committee, May 11, 17SO. 
to «horn had been ict'erred the cou'duct 
of funerals, as follows: 


"Whereas, It is the opinion of this 


town that funerals ought to be conducted 
with groat decency aud decorum in order 
to impress on rising and risen generations 
the importance of the autul solemnity, 
and to render the house of mourning bet- 
ter than the house of feasting, be it 
therefoie tecommeuded to all tho inhab 
Hants of this town to observe the follow- 
ing ipgiilutioim at funerals: 


"First—That the relatives of the deceas- 


ed follow next the corpse, two and two. 


"Second—If the deceased was a male 


person the males are to follow next the 
mourners, two and two, aud the women 
after them, two and two; but if the de- 
ceased was a woman, then the women 
are to follow next the mourners aud the 
men after them. 


"Third—Those on horseback are to fol- 


low iu after the foot folks, horsea two 
and two, aud the carriages arc to follow 
iu the rear of the procession. And it is 
requested that no person walk or ride on 
cither side tbe procession from the house 
to the grave." 


Ten of the prominent men of the city 


were appointed nud letjuestcd to attend 
ut funerals nud to regulate the procession 
thus recommended until the same shall 
become habitual to the people. In 174!> 
the question v us raised in the annual 
town meeting "if the town would bo at 
the expense of coloring the meefiug 
house, and it passed in tho nogutho!" 
Evidently they thought that nature woald 
do it without expense. Not till 1740 wivr« 
the foils aud fortifications of the town 
demolished and tho timber and board1) 
sold for tho bonlit of the town. 
Laws 


were passed relative1 to the schooling nf 
boys aud the amount of wood they sho<ild 
bring to the schoolhousp. Girls wero A! 
no account in those days.—Springfield 
Republican.

He kuo\\s the tides*; he knows the jet- 


sam of the tide as it runs out. lie 
trudges and wades in the mud of the 
foreshore to pick up what the ebb tide 
leaves, lie knows all the ships, uheie 
they come from, whither they are bound. 
The groat liners which put in at the 
West India dock, the packet boats, the 
coasters, the colliers, the Norwegian tim- 
ber ships—he knows them all. lie knows 
their rig; he knows the pay of the sail- 
ors and their work; be would like the 
former were it not for the latter, which 
inust needs go before. lie knows a great 
deal more than any boy educated in a 
public school concerning tho imports and 
exports of London. Are not his triends 
engaged all day long in discharging cargo 
and in taking it in? lie acquires as well 
a really wonderful amount of knowledge 
concerning crafty ways and cunning 
tricks by which a young fellow can live 
without working. Aud very early in life 
lit' acquires a thust for strong drink thnt 
is destined to keep him down and drag 
him lower and to cut the thread of life 
when he ought to be in tlio prime and full 
strength of manhood. 


Some of these boys learn very early 


the way to piclAip things unguarded and 
unwatched. 
You may recognize one of

carry ashore and sell. They get a half- 
pennj a pound for their plunder. If tho 
barge is laden with coals, they carry off 
all that their clothes will hold. One goes 
before to warn the rest of danger.

Kolnj; East and Goine Weft and th« Dif- 


ference In Tlioe. 


"I heard ib recently s,tat$d that If two 


men start from the same point at the same 
lime, one going east and the other west, 
for u journey around the world, and each 
resting on the. Saboath day, when they 
meet they will be keeping different days 
for the Sabbath. Is this so?" 


Astronomers reckon the day from noon, 


when the sun crosses tho Greenwich merid- 
ian. But for convenience all civilized na- 
tions begin the day at midnight. It has 
also become the universal custom to reckon 
time from Greenwich, using that longi- 
tude for the prime meridian. Astronomers 
count tho hours of the day from 0 to 24, 
but custom makes us count up to 12 and 
then start all over, using tho affix "a. in." 
or "p. m." to toll which half of tho day 
we are talking about. In different lati- 
tudes of the earth, tho apparent time and 
not the Greenwich moan time is used. As 
the earth is arbitrarily divided into SCO 
degrees of .latitude and as the sun travels 
o artbese 300 degrees every 24 hours, an 
hour's time is consumed in passing each 
15 degrees. Hence in traveling westward 
the pilgrim sets his watch buck an hour 
for every 15 degrees. 


In traveling towurd the east, he sets hia 


watch ahead an hour for each 15 degrees. 
After traveling 180 degrees (half way 
around the earth) the mun who traveled 
westward has set his watch back just 12 
hours, -while the man who traveled toward 
the east has set his watch ahead 12 hours. 
Thus, as they meet, thoir watches again 
agree upon tho time. As they continue 
their journey they keep changing their 
watches every 15 dogrues in order to keep 
abreast with the apparent timo. When 
thoy arrive at tho place of starting, the 
western pilgrim bus sot his watch back 24 
hours (one day), and the one traveling 
eastward has sot his wutch 84 hours (one 
day) ahead, and both watches again re- 
cord the sumo time of day. Tho first party 
hns therefore lost a day nnd the second 
party has gained u day. It is consequently 
necessary for tlio first pnrty to skip one 
day on hia calendar and for the second to 
add one diiy in order to e^en things up. 
As Greenwich time is tho recognized mean 
standard, travelers make this chango in 
thoir calendar whon they roach 180 degrees 
oust or west from Greenwich, in ordor to 
keep on good terms with tho almanac. 
This point is not far from tho center of tho 
Pacific ocean. 


In going to China from San Francisco 


wo therefore lose an almanac day, and in 
returning wo make it back. Hence -when, 
for example, it is noon Fob. 22 (Washing- 
ton's birthday) six inches east of the one 
hundred and eightieth degree from Green- 
wich, according to the almanuc, at the 
sumo time it is Feb. 23 sis inches west of 
tho same lino. It is a good thing that this 
latitude lies in tho middle of the Pacific, 
where nobody Mvos. Tho apparent time 
which is actually observed for tho Sabbath 
docs not wholly agree with tho almanac 
day except at Greenwich and for a dis- 
tance of ono degree oust and west.

Boonc Was a Spanish Subject. 


About tho -year I'97 the eld pioneer, 


Daniel Boone, went over into Missouri and 
settled in what was known as the Femme 
Osngo (Osage Woman) settlement. 
This 


was on tho Missouri river in tho district 
of St. Charles, about 45 miles west of St. 
Louis and about 23 miles above the town 
of St. Charles. This portion of Missouri 
was then wild and picturesque—just such 
u country as he loved. 


Soon after his arrival in Missouri Daniel 


Boone renounced his allegiance to the gov- 
ernment of the United States and became 
u Spanish subject. On Juno 11, 1800, 
Delussus appointed him commandant, or 
syndic, of the Femmo Osage district, a 
position which he accepted. The office 
was both civil and military. In timo of 
peace he acted as an adjudicator, or judge, 
over the people in his district, and in timo 
of war he was their commander. 


Thu matters on which he had to pass 


judgment were such as required honesty 
and practical common sense rather than 
a knowledge of law. He was fearless and 
upright in his decisions. On ono occasion 
a desperado who had boon terrorizing the 
people of tho Feiwno Osage district -was 
publicly reprimanded byB.obne. Tho man, 
who prided himself on his power to over- 
awe the people, cried out: 
/'If you were not an old,man, I should 


not take that from you." 


."You great'coward, "responded Boone, 


shaking his clinched fist close to tho man's 
face, "if ''you want to get retenge on me 


I have said, don't .let xny gray 


hairs stand in the way. Old ad I'am, I 
am young enough to whip you." .Quite 
Crcsftallcn, tho fellow slunk away andwa» 
nevcr-agnin heard to say any thing against 
the old pioneer.—St. Louis Republic,

Bishop Potter's letter, sent on Thurs- 


day to Mayor Van Wyck, is in part: 


"Sir—At 130 Stnulon street, in this 


city, there is a work for the people resi- 
dent in thnt iiriKUborhnod of n mission- 
ary, educational and social diameter for 
which for some years I Imc bei n di- 
rectly and personally responsible. 
Its 


influence for good order and good morals, 
to describe it in no other \\ay, has been 
considerable and bus been recoj;ni/eil. 1 
think I may venture to s.iy, by those who 
know it as of veal and enduring value. 
It is not only a center for th« ministra- 
tions of religion, but al.-o for training in 
various arts and hnndit lafts, for a free 
library, gymnasium, cooking, si-wine and 
other "schools, etc., and as oiK-h, tor those 
whose lives are often hard and narrow 
and whose pleasures nnd privilopf-s aw 
few, it has been recognized us an impor- 
tant fuctor in promoting the virtue and 
good order of the communities to which 
it ministers. 


'•In view of these facts it would seem 


that it has a valid claim upon the sjrn- 
pathy, co-operation and at Itnsl courteous 
consideration of those who ollicially rep- 
resent our city government nnd the guar- 
dianship of decency and good morals. I 
urge here no other claim for it, and I 
beg to say that I am not iio\v addressing 
you because there has been in that which 
I now desire to bring to your notice a 
vulgar and brnt.il absence of these in 
connection with one idio happens to have 
been my own repicheutntive. The per- 
sonal element, so far as he is or I am 
concerned, is of the very smallest conse- 
quence. 
"But the thing that is of consequence, 


sir, is that when a minister of religion 
and a resident in a particular neighbor- 
hood, whose calling and character, expe- 
rience and truthfulness are nli alike wide- 
ly and abundantly recognized, KOCS to the 
headquarters of the police in his district 
to appeal to them for the protection of 
the young, the innocent and tho defense- 
less against the leprous harpies who are 
hired as runners and toutors for the low- 
est and most infamous dens of % ice, he is 
met not only with contempt and derision, 
but with the coarsest insult and obloquy. 


"You will say that these arc strong 


•words. 1 hold myself ready at any time 
to submit the facts that substantiate 
them. The statement now in my posses- 
sion of two clergymen of the highest 
character contains the testimony of two 
men, 
given without exaggeration, with 


the most painstaking reserve and with 
absolute truthfulness."

French polltenesi, as we «11 know, has 


passed into a proverb. Yet, like many an- 
other proverb, it can only ba accounted 
true in a rare and limited sense. When 
traveling in France, one is struck by the 
extreme rudeness of one's fellow travelers, 
who low no, time in making you as un- 
comfortable at possible, wbilo it never oc- 
curs to any man to open tho exceedingly 
awkward doors of a railroad carriage or 
to assist a lady in getting in and out. On 
one occasion I passed the Maisou de Sccoura 
for cyclists, and asked the man in charge 
kindly to pump up ono of my wheels, as 
I had no pump with me. He promptly de- 
clined on the score that I bud no card of 
the touring club with me. In what deso- 
late country lane of England, had ono ap- 
pealed to tho veriest scorcher, would such 
a request have been blullly and rudely ro- 
fusedi' 


Tho fact is that true politeness, the kind- 


ly feeling of man to man, or man to wom- 
an, is fur more developed in tho English 
lower classes than it is nmong the so called 
Gallic population. The manners of Pa- 
risian *'cochers," "concierges" and offi- 
cials have notably deteriorated siuco tho 
advent of tho republic, and any actual 
courtesy toward women consists only in 
words and the entirely meaningless fash- 
ion of lifting the hut. 
A Frenchman will 


always push and trample and shove past u 
woman, forcing IKH- oil the pavement and 
into tho gutter, ho will staro her out of 
countenance, and follow her in tho street 
to her annoyance and discomfiture, but ho 
will rarely extend u helping hand or take 
her under his manly and disinterested pro- 
tection. 
When ono remembers tho udim- 


mble conduct of the British crowd-in tho 
streets on tho night of the illuminations ill 
honor of tbo jubilee, one cannot but feel 
proud of one's countrymen's manners, 
from tho highest to the lowest. Politeness 
without protestation might be thoir motto. 


Tbo peculiarities of French nnd English 


people also exhibit themselves in other 
ways. For instance, a French chamber- 
maid onco informed me that sho preferred 
her English guests. Why? I queried. "Be- 
caubo they have fixed habits," fihe replied. 
"Habits they have, such as daily baths, 
open windows and abundance of hot wa- 
ter, but once you know thcso habits thoy 
are every day tbo same. They rarely ever 
ring the bell, except at stated times, and 
you easily learn how to servo them. Now, 
tho French visitors nover like the same 
things two days running. Today they are 
too hot, tomorrow too cold; today they 
sleep propped up with pillows, tomorrow 
they like their heels higher than their 
beads, and so they are difficult, capricious, 
changeable and hard to please." — London 
Graphic.

A Chinese funeral is n rare spectacle in 


Washington, antl Hoy Tung Fung waa 
accompanied to hit grave by more people 
than his rank-in life, warranted.,Ho was a 
laundry man of Chicago and. died of con- 
sumption. 
When he wag taken ill, ho 


caiuo to Washington to be treated by Dr. 
Moy Sing, who is a famous physician 
among tho Chinese. The skill of Dr. Sing 
availed him not, and Fung died. -Imme- 
diately after death the little room on Four- 
and-a-half street where Fung died Avas 
filled with tho odor of incense, wh'loh* was 
kept burning night and day. 


His body was prepared for burial by 


Undertaker Lee, and Chinamen from every 
section of the city gathered at the rooms of 
the undertaker from which the funeral 
party started. Immediately after the fu- 
neral procession left a Buddhist priest be- 
gan to scatter small pieces of brown paper 
along the street. Each piece had niiio small 
holes piercud in the center. These frag- 
ments of paper aro to exorcise the evil 
spirits which arc said to hover about the 
dead. This scattering of paper was con- 
tinued until tho cemetery wus reached. 


The funeral party alighted at tho ceme- 


tery gate and walked slowly to the grave. 
Before tho coffin was removed from the 
hearse all gathered around the open grave, 
waving their arms up and down and ut- 
tering some sort of a litany in a rapid tone 
of voice. Then the body was removed from 
the hearse by eight of the number and laid 
by tho grave. Little wisps of scented pa- 
per, on which \vere Inscribed many words 
of Chinese wilting, weru lighted and 
waved over tho coffin and then over the 
open grave, while the peculiar mbudtonous 
cry of the mourners continued without 
ceasing. Then an immense , basket con 
twining provisions of all sorts wiis taken 
out of tbo carriage and placed "'beside the 
coffin. 


After several minutes of the odd service, 


the coffin was lowered into the grave, and 
then tho chant grow louder and inoro rapid. 
A few shovelfuls of earth were thrown 
upon tho coffin, and the cry of the mourn- 
ers bccamo less violent. A priest stepped 
forward and took from the basket of pro- 
visions a chicken, some apples and u bow] 
of cooked rice. The chicken and the ap 
pies wore dropped upon the coll in near tho 
head, while the bowl of rice was placed a' 
the foot. Other provisions and confections 
known only to Chinamen followed, \inti' 
tho collin was literally covered. This food 
they believe, will be necessary, for tho bod; 
of Fung cannot escape and be trnuslatut 
Into thu domains of Buddha while it lies ii 
this unconsccrMtod soil. 


In tho meantime he is supposed to In 


struggling to escape from his grave. HI 
will need moro food, thoy think, and in Ul 
days a largo stock of provisions will hi 
taken to tho cemetery and placed on tin 
grave. It will remain there several hours 
and then will bo removed and dostroyed, 
as its nourishing qualities arc supposed to 
have boon exhausted by tbo body in tho 
grave below. This ceremony of feeding 
tho corpso will bo kept up for perhaps a 
year, and if tho relatives of tint dead man 
do not ha\u the body taken up and carried 
to China tho placing of tho food on tho 
grave will be discontinued.—Washington 
Timos.

CURIOUS CLOCKS. 


tnterettloB Specimens of Timepieces Which 


Have Been Made. 


The origin of the clock is unknown, but 


such timepieces were known in Italy os 
early as tho tenth century.. Some think 
they were first invented by tho Saracens. 
From that time many elaborate and whim- 
sical designs were constructed, and those 
which were skillfully and wonderfully 
made brought fabulous prices. An old 
Italian soldier, who served prior to 16S9, 
constructed one of the most curious of 
these. By its mechanism the figure of a 
tortoise was made to drop into a plate of 
water having the hours marked on its 
rim. 
The figure would float around and 


stop at the proper hour, telling the time 
like "a learned pig." 
A lizard also was 


made in tho same timekeeper to ascend a 
pillar on which tho hours were marked and 
point out the time as It advanced. A 
mouse did the same thing by creeping 
along an hour marked cornice. Tho figure 
of a golden cock that flapped its wings 
twice with tho approach of the hours and 
crowed twice was also a popular favorlta 
for ancient timekeepers. 


Of tho various specimens that might be 


given of early designs of tho olockmakers' 
art not tho least interestlngaio tho several 
types of lamp clocks. Ono of those was of 
a kind qulto common in the seventeenth 
century and consisted of a lamp burner 
placed at the base of a glass oil receptacle 
mounted vertically upon a suitable stand- 
ard. 
Tho oil reservoir had attached to It 


a scale, facing the burner and showing the 
hours, beginning at 4 o'clock In tho after- 
noon, at which time tho lamp waa to be 
lighted in winter, and ending nt 7 o'clock 
in tl"j morning. 
The lamp being lighted, 


tho gradually descending level of oil, as 
combustion proceeded, marked tho hours. 
Another device—of later origin, dating 
buck to the beginning of the present eeu- 
turv—u*illyps! ihiiKiunourinoinle.

curry powder, in the avaraga American 
family Is becoming gMatar each year. Tbto 
powder has been in general UM in Knf- 
land since the days of Wantn Hatttof* 
and Englishmen have become very fond of 
itt tome sprinkling the entry from a holder 
as an American would pepper upon bis 
food. People living where the heat of the 
climate makes it necessary to use cumu- 
lating condiments in their viands learn 
quickly to like a curried dish or anything 
with this powder in it. 


Perhaps it is not generally known that 


slices of cold mea,t or fowl heated in a well 
seasoned curry sauce and served for lunch- 
eon on a hot surpmer'% day are better for 
the stomach than the cold meats alone. A 
curry powder is used with great success 
in seasoning fish sauces and vegetable 
dishes as well as meats, and a little of this 
powder in soups adds to their flavor. 


A curry powder is pulverized very fine 


and smooth and usually is prepared with 
the following spices: Twelve ounces of tu- 
meric, an ounce of cayenne pepper, half 
an ounce of black pepper, the same of 
paprika, 6 ounces of ginger, half an ounce 
each of cardamom seed, cummin seed, 
mace and cinnamon and 8 ounces of cori- 
ander seed. A bottle of the best imported 
India curry powder may be purchased at a 
small expense and will retain its strength 
for a long while if kept closely corked, 
rolled in thick paper or put in. a dark 
place. 


In tho East Indies, where curries are so 


successfully made, an acid fruit is com- 
monly and cocoanut is always used with 
the other ingredients, which would seem 
unusual to us, who are accustomed to as- 
sociating cocoanut with delicate cakes and 
dainty puddings. 


Here is ono recipe for India curry: Break 


open a cocoanut, save tho milk and grate 
half tho nut meat. Pour over this half a 
cup of fresh milk and the cocoanut milk 
and let them stand in a cool place several 
hours. Take a boiled fowl and cut it into 
pieces of the proper size, removing the 
skin and bones and sprinkling the flesh 
lightly with salt. Cut a good sized onion 
into small pieces and put it into a frying 
pan with 3 tablespoon!uls of butter; cook 
five minutes; add half a chopped green 
pepper and cook five minutes longer; stir 
in 2 tablespoonf uls of flour and 2 teaspoon- 
fuls of curry powder and stir until it is 
frothy; slowly odd a pint of the liquid in 
Which the chicken was cooked, after re- 
moving the grease carefully. Now press 
tho milk from the grated cocoanut and 
add it to <jhe other ingredients with a tea- 


f sugar. Allow these to cook 
minutes. Put into a saucepan 


I moat and strain the curry 


it; add the juice of half a lem- 


oovor the pan and let the contents just 


bubble for 20 minutes; then serve. A few 
raisins or pieces of apricots are frequently 
added with the other Ingredients; then the 
augar and lemon may bo omitted.—New 
York Sun.

How Nature Builds Kockcries. 


The fact is, the rockery, to be a success, 


must bo an evolution instead of a creation. 
Attempt to construct one after any set 
plan and you are sure to fall with it. Tho 
most satisfactory one I over saw was ono 
that made itself, so to speak. The stones 
of which it was composed were hauled in 
winter and dumped down carelessly in a 
great heap. In spring the owner looked 
them over and camo to the conclusion that 
it would bo impossible for him to arrange 
them in a moro picturesque manner, and 
he had the good souse not to attempt it. 
Ho worked earth in between them and 
planted wild vines and ferns there, and 
his rockery was a success. J* posbi»!c, 2 
rockery should bo located In a secluded 
portion of tho grounds. 


Rockeries as nature makes them are 


generally in secluded nooks, where all 
kinds of \*Hd things feel at home, and we 
should try to carry out as completely as 
possible the idea of the wildncss which 
prevails in nature's haunts—to domesti- 
cate wildness, so to speak. This cannot be 
done satisfactorily where the grounds are 
close to the fctreet. If the grounds are too 
small to allow you to give the rockery a 
place at some distance from tho house, and 
you feol that you must have one, plant 
trees or shrubs so as to give it an air of 
partial seclusion at least.—Eben 2. Bex- 
ford in Ladies' Home Journal.

other things. Too many people assume 
thub because they enjoy lairly good health, 
no improvement need bo effected in their 
diet, hut that this position is eminently 
untenable none who carefully consider tho 
Kuhjeut will deny. 
Those whoso practice 


brings them into contact with tho wealth- 
ier classes have frequently an opportunity 
of estimating the bad effects of improper 
diet. As regards tbo poor, they aro umiblo 
to procure meat on account of thoir pov- 
erty, and, aK a ros,ull, their diet is com- 
posed largely of carbohydrates. In tho 
caso of general hicknewn, or o%en without 
unfavorable 
climatio conditions, both 


classes seem to bo unable to resist attacks 
of dibcusu. It is for tho most part the iip- 
parcntly healthy people who are so quickly 
stricken down by disease, while the chronic 
invalid may pass through unscathed, uud 
yet no one seems to understand that con- 
ditions wero present Vt hich predisposed tho 
healthy man or woman, to disease, and 
that those pre-existing conditions wero 
largely duo to want of attention to diet. 


It would bo well for thoso who feel so 


sure that they aro in perfect health to con- 
sult a doctor for instructions how to avoid 
disease. One very common mistake is to 
eat whon not hungry, simply because it is 
"meal time, "an out not QUO whit loss stu- 
pid than that of replenishing one's firo be- 
cause ono hears one's neighbor's coal 
scuttle rattling, regardless of the Tact that 
there is plenty of coal already on, ami that 
any addition thereto would bu mischiev- 
ous.—Now York Ledger.

Old 1'lantatlon Organization, 


From the industrial standpoint, the old 


plantation organization was a very perfect 
one. 
Great executive ability was required 


to manage it, and the lordly owner of 
these vast estates was far from the idle, 
sport loving or politics talking spendthrift 
that ho Is commonly supposed to have 
been. If be kept his property together and 
took care of all his dependents, he waa a 
busy, hard worked man. 


Tho model planter of those days pro- 


duced at homo everything that was needed 
to feed and clothe his slaves and, to a great 
extent, also, his own family. 
Except In 


a few sections of the south, where the 
lundti were especially well adapted to rico, 
cotton or sugar and yielded such great 
profits that it paid the planter to devote all 
of his labor to their poduction alone, the 
wheat, corn and meat to feed the peoplo, 
and, to a large extent, the cotton, wool 
and leather to clothe them, were produced 
and 
manufactured 
upon the planta- 


tions. Almost all large farms had grist- 
mills and many had flouring mills. 
Nearly every large estate had its tannery 
and shoo factory, its blacksmith, wagon 
and implement shops, and its spinning 
nnd weaving factories also. 
The older 


plantations in tho up country were filled 
with these and other kinds of industries, 
nearly all of which have since disappeared. 
The old planter nnd his dependents lived 
thus to a largo extent upon the products 
of his estate, which were manufactured, 
in a somewhat crude way perhaps, upon 
the estate. Only the iron and steel, the 
finer groceries, a few medicines and some 
of tho richer cloths for the use of the own- 
er's family wore purchased in the cities. 
Almost everything else was made upon 
tlio farm or purchased from the small fac- 
tories belonging to the country.—Southern 
States.
